Valley Line LRT moving ahead

Saying no to an elevated stop 
at Bonnie Doon had councillors 
questioning how the future Val¬ 
ley Line LRT will affect traffic 
throughout Edmonton. 

"I want to avoid looking back 
and saying, "Jhere’s an intersec¬ 
tion or two where we should 
have done something different.’” 
Coun. Bryan Anderson told an 
executive committee meeting 
Tuesday. 

Anderson’s comments come 


after councillors ky boshed a plan 
that would! see an elevated sta¬ 
tion and tracks at Bonnie Doon 
— they were in favour of the 
line running at surface level — 
for an extra £220 million to save 
motorists 30 seconds. 

"It's a fairly expensive solu¬ 
tion,” said Mayor Don Iveson. 
who was against the above- 
ground option. "We’re not likely 
to make any significant changes 
realistically (to the Downtown- 


to-Mill Woods leg).” 

But other options to elevate 
the Valley Line in the west end 
are still up for debate. 

" What I don’t want is to have 
the same problem with the Metro 
Line,” Coun. Bev Esslinger told! 
committee, referencing the num¬ 
erous traffic jams at Kingsway 
caused by the line's formerly 
faulty signalling system. 

“I’d rather spend the time and 
the money to do it right.” 


in response, deputy manager 
of infrastructure Adam LaugMin 
told the committee the Valley 
Line will delay traffic one way 
or another. 

"Delays are a reality,” he said. 
“But with that comes a huge 
number of pros, where LRT is 
used as a way to develop urban 
centres.” 

Following the meeting, Laugh- 
lin told reporters the city is kx)k- 
ing at potentially elevating the 


Valley Line LRT from 156 Street 
to 149 Street at Stony Llain Road, 
and from 170 Street to 17S Street 
at 87 Avenue. Other potential 
spots to elevate the train include 
the Metro Line extension where 
it hits St. Albert and the south 
leg expansion. 

He said a report will come In 
June to determine if abovegrade 
tracks are warranted. 

"If it checks all the boxes, then 
yes." Laughlin said..

"If you don't have drainage, 
ym.il] flood and nobody will 
want to live here"Ohm said dur¬ 
ing a telephone interview Tues¬ 
day. "If you don't have roads, 
you can! get around. They're 
all essential and they can be 
better integrated.” 

The city and Epcor have 
begun working together as plan¬ 
ners gear to propose a massive 
strategy in June that details how 
both parties wall tackle flooding 
issues in Edmonton. 

It’s an expensive issue — Ed¬ 
monton needs about $2.1 billion 
in new infrastructure to deal 
with deluges, including 10 kilo¬ 
metres of storm, tunnels, and 50 
dry ponds (which pool rainwater 
so streets remain dry). 

"Well compare notes.” Ohm 
said. "We still need to learn more 
from Epcor on what they're 
thinking on this and incorpor¬ 
ate that work going forward” 
The partnership comes after 
city council green-lit a billion- 
dollardeal that will see Epcor. 
a city-owned company that cur¬ 
rently provides electricity and 
water, manage Edmonton's 


drainage infrastructure. The 
majority of councillors were 
convinced Epcor could build 
flood infrastructure more ef¬ 
fectively while saving millions. 

In an email, Epcor spokes¬ 
person rim le Riche said the 
company will develop a “Storm¬ 
water Integrated Resource Plan" 


to determine which improve¬ 
ments need to made first and 
then where they should be im¬ 
plemented in the aiming years. 

"Working with council, Epcor 
will consult extensively with 
communities to establish prior¬ 
ities for implementing improve¬ 
ments/* le Riche said, noting 


many parts of older Edmon¬ 
ton weren't designed to handle 
storm-water flooding like newer 
communities. 

Epcor's plan will ;dso include 
"all relevant information” that 
Edmonton has. as well as input 
from citizens and communities. 

"People are aware that there 


is a risk, but they're not as cer¬ 
tain as what it means to them, H 
Ohm said, regarding the city's 
public consultation w r ork. 

Rut more fixes likely mean 
higher utility rates. Ohm added. 

The transfer of dty drainage 
assets to Epcor is set to be final¬ 
ized on Sept. 1.

Anti-abortion groups still on public funds

Pro-choice advocates are call¬ 
ing on the Alberta government 
to end funding for anti-abor¬ 
tion groups, after the federal 


government pledged to do so 
last week. 

"It is time for the Alberta 
government to strengthen 
their support for evidence- 
based, rights-affirming policy.” 
said Kathy Dawson, a board 
member with Abortion Kights 
Coalition of Canada and Al¬ 
berta Prochoice Coalition. 

Both groups are calling 
on Alberta ministries to pull 
financial support from reli¬ 
gious-based pregnancy care 
centres that have been get¬ 
ting government funds since 
at least 2011. 


Among them, the Central 
Alberta Pregnancy Care Cen¬ 
tre Society received close to 
554,000 from the human servi¬ 
ces ministry in 2016 and close 
to $2,500 from the labour min¬ 
istry as part of a job grants 
training program. 

The centre is affiliated with 
the Canadian Association of 
Pregnancy Support Services, 
which describes itself as a 
“Christ-centred national min¬ 
is tiy” in its core document. 

The document also states 
its affiliate centres believe 
in “celibate singleness 1 * and 


“faithful heterosexual mar¬ 
riage as God’s design for 
family,* 1 and it specifies they 
will not recommend, provide 
or refer clients for abortion. 

But the individual facili¬ 
ties are not always forthcom¬ 
ing about their religious bias, 
which Dawson said is prob¬ 
lematic, 

"Basically, they’re created 
to stop abortions. But they 
don*t want you to know that , 
because of course if you're 
seeking an abortion, you're 
not going to go to a place that 
opposes it.*' she said. 


“If you look at the website, 
they look like they’re secular, 
they look like they're medic¬ 
ally accurate. 1 * 

Some pregnancy care cen¬ 
tres are also brought in by 
school boards to teach sex ed 
classes across Alberta, which 
has sparked debate in recent 
weeks. 

Alberta Ministry of Com¬ 
munity and Social Services 
Minister Irfan Sabir said in an 
emailed statement the govern¬ 
ment supports human rights, 
including a woman’s right to 
choose. 


“We fund a wide range of 
programs that provide parent¬ 
ing resources and supports 
for young families, 1 * he wrote. 
“We work closely with the or¬ 
ganizations we fund to ensure 
we are providing supports in 
a way that meets the needs of 
those families and provides 
value for our investments. 1 *

Alberta's economy is turning 
□round faster than Canada's 
other oil-producing provinces, 
according to the latest monthly 
report from the Business en¬ 
velopment Bank of Canada 
(BDC). 

BDC Chief Economist Pierre 
ClenouK said recent pipeline an¬ 
nouncements are already spur¬ 
ring new projects in Alberta, 
and the government's efforts 
to rebuild Fort McMurray after 
last year's wildfire will also 
bolster the economy. 

“Alberta is going to have bet¬ 
ter growth than Saskatchewan 
or Newfoundland. We are see¬ 
ing more investment right now r 
in Alberta,” Genome said. 

Higher oil prices are also 
leading to a return of oil and 
drilling jobs in the province. 

Growth is happening across 
Canada, particularly in the 
manufacturing and tourism 
sectors. Cleroux expects 2017 


to be a nother record-breaking 
year for tourism, with Amer¬ 
icans drawn north by the low 
dollar. 

Alberta consumers still 
have lower confidence in the 
economy than the rest of the 
country, after feeling a sharper 
downturn than other prov¬ 
inces. 

But after two years of job 
losses and a year of declining 
retail sales, the province has 
seen 20,000 new jobs since the 
start of the year. 

Cleroux said it's understand¬ 
able that Albertans are still 
in the dumps about the econ¬ 
omy but Etttifudes will likely 
change soon.

Diversity 
project tells 
stories of new 
arrivals

Many people from Edmonton's 
lesser-known immigrant com¬ 
munities have never shared 
their stories of isolation and 
integration. 

And what better plat e to get 
to know someone than his or 
her living roam? 

Edmonton Living Rooms is 
an initiative launched by the 
Edmonton Heritage Council 
and Multicultural Health Brok¬ 
ers Co-op to share the stories 
of Edmonton migrant com¬ 
munities through a mobile cul¬ 
tural exhibit. It's being held to 
coincide with Canada's 150th 
b in hday. 

Thirteen different young 
people (known as community 
animators) have been work¬ 
ing with community leaders 
to share their stories of mi¬ 
gration and ancestral history 
through painting, poetry and 
other forms of artistic expres¬ 
sion. The stories will be pack¬ 
aged into a pop-tip museum 
exhibit that will stop at places 
like schools and libraries in 
the coming months. 

"The living room aspect is 
an opportunity for Edmonton¬ 
ians to come, have tea and ex¬ 
perience a bit of that narrative 
process, it'll be an interactive 
exhibit.... People can actually 
engage with people in real life 
as opposed to just looking at 
their paintings,,* said Edmon¬ 
ton Heritage Council project 
lead Azkaa Rahman. 

The year-long project fonises 
on seven migrant communities

that, according to Rahman , are 
not well known in Edmonton: 
Cum bod ia. Bhutan, Eritrea. 
Sierra Leone, South Sudan, 
Kurdistan and Iraq/Syria, 

“We had a larger dream of 
having these communities be¬ 
come visible, and acknowledg- 
ing their contribution to soci¬ 
ety." Rahman said. 

The youth organize the gath¬ 
erings, record stories and "take 
photographs. An example of 
some of the questions they may 
ask are “What is the meaning 
of your name?" or “What is 
the greatest form of injustice 
you've experienced?" 

“(Young people) have been 


really working hard to try and 
build that bridge between new¬ 
comers coming in. but also to 
try and figure out how we cre¬ 
ate a community here in Ed¬ 
monton that integrates well,” 
Rahman said. 


Community animator Liber¬ 
ty Heyecan. 24 , knows what it's 
like to try and integrate into a 
new coun try — of Kurctis h des¬ 
cent, he moved here from the 
Netherlands with his family 


when he was 15. 

“I started high school when 
J got here without knowing 
much English.... Eor me it was 
very dramatic/' he said, “It's 
hard to start over, with no 
friends or family or anything 


around you, and not know¬ 
ing the language is also a big 
struggle." 

But over time, he found Ed¬ 
montonians embraced him 
and his story and he hopes 


to help others find that same 
acceptance. As a community 
animator, he's been tasked 
to work vrith the community 
members to channel their ex¬ 
periences into an exhibit for 
Edmontonians. 

“Eor the immigrants, 1 think 
it’s the best way to have their 
story shared with people that 
are interested ... this is the 
perfect opportunity to invite 
Edmontonians into their home 
and tell them how their strug¬ 
gle came together for them to 
be here." 

So far there have been 35 
to 40 gatherings, with some 
taking place in people’s homes 


and some in community hubs. 

“People have found it such 
a beautiful experience," Rah¬ 
man said. “They’ve never been 
asked to share their story be¬ 
fore. so it’s been very pro¬ 
found." 

T he ultimate goal of the ex¬ 
hibits is to challenge assump¬ 
tions about immigrants and 
w r hat they've gone through, 
Rahman said. 

“How do we begin to see that 
human aspect of each other?’* 

Keep an eye out for a large 
Edmonton Living Room, which 
will travel across the city to 
schools and libraries from July 
to December.

GLOBAL WARMING 

Researchers 
analyzed 
6o years of 
climate data

Extreme weather events ure 
more likely to hit Alberta and 
tourism will be significantly im¬ 
pacted by a gradually-warming 
province, according hi some of 
Alberta's leading scientists on 
the subject. 

It's well documented that 
Alberta's iconic glaciers have 
been slowly disappearing, but 
experts are warn ing they may 
vanish altogether within the 
foreseeable future, leaving scars 
on the Rocky Mountain land¬ 
scape and costing ourbillion- 
dollar-tourism industry thou¬ 
sands of visits. 

According to research from 
the Kienzle Watershed and Spa¬ 
tial Analysis Lab at the Uni¬ 
versity of Lethbridge (U of Lj, 
which analyzed temperature 
and precipitation measure¬ 
ments that have been collected 
every day since 1950 from 6,833 
climate stations located across 
the province, Alberta's climate 
has been wanning consistently 
over the last half-century. 

A team led by Dr. Stephen 
Kienzle. professor of hydrology 
and geographical information 
science at U of L, recently com¬ 
piled the nearly Five million 
records from 1950 to 2010 and 
found average annual sum¬ 
mer temperatures in AlbertEL 
have increased by 0.77 C, while 
spring and fall temperatures 
increased by L37 C and 1.05 
C, respectively. 

Winter temperatures have 
increased., on average across 
the province, by 5.21 C. 


“It’s possible that today's 
teenagers will see some of 
the last glaciers in the Rocky 
Mountains disappear in their 
lifetime/' Scott Jasechko, as¬ 
sistant professor of water re¬ 
sources with the department 
of geography at the University 
of CaJgaiy (U of C), told Metro. 

According to data from Brew¬ 
ster Travel Canada, there were 
approximately 304.509 visitors 
to the Glacier Discovery Centre 
near the Columbia Icefields in 
2010 — that's an average of 
1.646 people a day. 

Dr. Kienzle said with the 
exception of high-elevation 
regions, snowfall is being re¬ 
placed by rainfall, which puts 
communities at a greater like¬ 
lihood to experience extreme 
weather events such as flood¬ 
ing or wildfires. 

"Floods, droughts and heat 
waves are some of the most 
serious stresses to the public 
when it conies to coping with 


a changing climate," Kienzle 
said, adding the scientific com¬ 
munity has known human ac¬ 
tivity has an effect on climate 
change since 1859, 

H is team also found the num¬ 
ber of heat waves in Edmonton 
and Calgary have doubled since 


1950, but the number of days 
with maximum temperatures 
below zero each year have de¬ 
creased by 21. 

Dr. Gwendolyn Blue, associ¬ 
ate professor with the depart¬ 
ment of geography at U of C 
who focuses on public engage¬ 


ment related to climate change, 
said the warming presents risks 
to Albertans. 

“The changes will be both 
direct and indirect — for in¬ 
stance, rates of allergies may 
go up. We also may see differ¬ 
ent kinds of infectious disease, 
water and airborne illnesses, 
and wildfires.” she said. “And 
it r s not going to be a uniform 
warming — Albertans will be 
affected differently based on 
where they live/’ 

Jasechko said an important 
question for densely-populated 
areas like Edmonton and Cal¬ 
gary to consider is how factors 
such as less snow and melting 
glaciers will impact the fre¬ 
quency and duration of floods. 

“One of the impacts of high¬ 
er-intensity rain events may 
be a higher risk of flooding to 
Albertans, especially those in 
urban centres who are reliant 
on lands not being inundated 
with flood waters." Jasechko 
said. 

All three were quick to 
explain recent events in Al¬ 
berta — the wildfire in Fort 
McMurray last spring or the 
2013 floods in southern Al¬ 
berta — cannot be attributed 
to climate change, but they do 
serve as an important example 
of how devastating extreme 
weather can be.

■ Weather is short¬ 
term conditions in the- 
atmosphere that we can 
observe and measure, 
such as temperature, 
precipitation and wind. 

■ climate refers to 
the average weather 
measured over many 
years (typically around 30,

"Climate change can contrib¬ 
ute to drier conditions, caused 
by a combination things includ¬ 
ing less precipitation, more 
frequent and unusually-high 
temperatures, increased evap¬ 
oration from bodies of water, 
and earlier snow melt — all 
factors observed before the Fort 
McMurray wildfire — so going 
forward, the increased risk of 
wildfires must be expected," 
Kienzle said. 

Fie said Albertans will have 
to learn to adapt and prepare 
for these types of events. 

“For example, by covering 
cars under shelters so they 
don't get hailed out and build¬ 
ing stronger roofs to withstand 
more freak winter storms," the 
professor said.

A Calgary company has de¬ 
veloped a technology they say 
can have a meaningful impact 
on the greenhouse-gas emis¬ 
sions that are created from 
burning gas — right in your 
own home. 

Jaeson Cardiff, CEO for Cal¬ 
gary-based company Clean 02, 
said they've spent the last 10 
years developing the world's 
first residential carbon captur¬ 
ing technology', and it could be 
available for purchase by end of 
year. (It’s already available for 
purchase co mmercially.) 

Cardiff said, first and fore¬ 
most,, the unit will reduce 


energy demand through hot 
water recovery by talcing the 
waste heat from the appliance 
and using it to pre-warm water 
that is coming into a building. 

“Basically, the domestic 
water tanks don't have to work 
as hard," he said. 

Then, Clean 02 uses the 
chemicals to interact with the 
carbon emissions and they 
sell the by-product [something 
called soda ash. which is used 
to manufacture glass, develop 
pharmaceuticals, and more), 
and then share the profits with 
their customers. 

“We call ourselves an urban 
mining company. 

“We mine the waste stream 
of these appliances and profit 
share with the customers so 
that they get some return on 
their investment over a short 
period of time, 1 ’ he said. 

Cardiff said users of the car¬ 
bon capturers further econom¬ 
ically benefit the user as they 
reduce the amount of gas they 
use, resulting in increased car¬ 
bon levy rebates. 


“'S he carbon levies that are 
being rolled out will be a cherry 
on the cake. 1 ’ he said. 

President and CEO of the 
Canadian Gas Association, Tim¬ 
othy Egan, said these kinds of 
technologies are important be- 
cause of the aggressive emis¬ 
sion reduction targets set by 
governments. 

“In order for us to meet those 
targets weTe going to need to 
bring a lot more innovation to 
the table in how we use energy." 
he said 

He said natural gas meets 
over 3.0 per cent of the coun¬ 
try's energy needs |more than 
electricity) and is the most af¬ 
fordable form of energy, and 
technologies like residential 
carbon capturers are the way 
of the future. 

“We deliver natural gas to 
almost seven million Canadian 
homes," Cardiff said. 

Cardiff said the units will 
cost approximately 34,500 and 
customers will see a hill return 
on investment over three to 
four years.

The federal government stands 
to raise as much ns 5280 mil¬ 
lion in revenue off provincial 
carbon taxes in Albeit a and B.C. 
in the next two years despite 
claims carbon taxes would be 
revenue neutral for Ottawa. 

Both Prime Minister Justin 
Tradeau and Environment Min¬ 
ister Catherine McKenna have 
long insisted Ottawa would 
collect no revenue from the 
carbon price the federal govern¬ 
ment is requiring the provinces 
and territories impose by 20 IS. 

However, a new report from 
the Library of Parliament shows 
federal coffers stand to bene¬ 
fit financially when the five 
per cent GST is applied on top 
of carbon taxes built into the 
prices of goods and services 


such as gasoline or utilities. 

In April 2016. the Canada 
Revenue Agency said provincial 
carbon taxes would be subject 
to GST. B.C. Conservative MP 
Mark Warawa, who requested 
the report, asked the library 
to find out how much Ottawa 


stood to gain as he prepared a 
private members' bill to reverse 
the CRA’s decision. 

Last week, the answer came 
back: as much as SI 30 million 
this year and S150 million next 
year in Alberta and B.C. Those 
numbers represent five per 


rent each of the annual cost 
of the carbon taxes in those 
provinces: SI.3 billion in B.C. 
per year, and in Alberta, Si.3 
billion in 2017-18 and SI.7 bil¬ 
lion in 2018-19, an average of 
51.5 billion.

En a speech in Tbrnnlo, sen¬ 
ior deputy governor Carolyn 
Wilkins said Tuesday innova¬ 
tions like artificial intelligence 
and robotics are expected to 
help re-energize 
underwhelm ing 
productivity in 
advanced econ¬ 
omies like Can¬ 
ada. Over the 
longer haul, 
she added that 
new technolo¬ 
gies should 
eventual Ly create more jobs 
than they replace. 

However, the fast-approach¬ 
ing changes come wirh con¬ 
cerns for Wilkins — from Lhe 
challenging adjustment for the 
labour force, to the distribution 
of the new wealth, 

-She noted how experts pre¬ 
dict changes Hike automation "u 
have downsides, which could 
include impacts on close to half 


of aU jobs in some industrial- 
ized countries wicliin 20 years. 

Pol icy-makers, she added, 
must get ready to manage 
negatives like amplified in¬ 
come inequality brought on 
by conditions that could help 
workers whose skills are com¬ 
plemented by innovations and 
those whose tasks are replaced 
by machines. 

Her speech comes as govern¬ 
ments grapple with the dial- 
It-ngp of provid¬ 
ing support to 
these emerging 
fields, while 
also easing the 
fears nf workers 
who could lose 
their jobs. 

For Canada 
Lo gel Lhe loose 
from these changes, Wilkins 
argued it must address these 
concerns. 

“Canada should embrace 
nrw technologies and their 
benefits while at the same time 
proactively managing their 
more-harmful side effects,' 
Wilkins said.

live, calling out misogyny 
in her industry and railing 
against cranky customers, 
she accused the magazine of 
sexism and asked for a both 
a retraction and an apulogy, 

Here's the rub: the re¬ 
view gave Grey Gardens an 
impressive three stars. It 
praises the food* the service, 
and the setting. But the re¬ 
viewer attributes his “stress- 
free" experience to the fact 
that Agg wasn’t there —- as 
though she had nothing 
to do with creating Grey 
Gardens, her fifth establish¬ 
ment. 

This fixation on the 
owner isn't exactly typical of 
restaurant reviews, the most 
popular of which are always 
of the takedown sort, 

Remember Pete Wells' 
viral 2012 send-up of Guy's 
American Kitchen & Bar in 
Times Square in the New 
York Times? 

He asked Guy Fieri, the 
television personality and 
restaurateur, a series of rhet¬ 
orical questions —Why did 
the toasted marshmallow 
taste like fish?— and com¬ 
pared him to food writer 
Calvin Trillin, if "Mr. Trillin 


bleached his hair, drove a 
Camaro and drank Boozy 
Creamsicles." (A compli¬ 
ment, if you ask me.) But 
other than that. Wells sticks 
to criticizing rbc (very poor) 
food and service, just like he 
did last year when lie fam¬ 
ously dropped two of Thom¬ 
as Keller's four stars from 
Per Se, He didn't even call 
Keller a "meanie" for add¬ 
ing an optional tip line on 
a nearly S4.Q0G dinner for 
four that already ineltided 
service. 

When Balthazar, a famous 
New York brasserie, opened 
an outpost in London in 
2013, the Times restaurant 
critic Giles Coren wrote 
there was "not a memorable 
mouthful to be had- Like 
all New York restaurants,” 
Restaurateur Keith McNally 
isn’t even mentioned. 

So what is it about Jen 
Agg? 

There's the obvious (she’s 
a woman), Bur regardless of 
gender, there aren't a lot of 
restaurateurs like her. 

In a 2016 Elle interview 
she describes herself as be¬ 
ing “vigilantly pro-conflict" 
and her memoir, which 


comes out in May. is called I 
Hear She's a Real Bitch. "My 
Twitter feed is either sharp, 
witty, and insightful, or the 
tool that makes me my own 
worst 'Jenemy,' depending 
on who you ask ” she writes. 

But what came first? Agg’s 
personality as expressed on 
social media or the sexism 
that caused it to rear its con¬ 
troversial head? 

I don’t think it matters. 

Yes, a restaurant is a 
direct reflection of the res¬ 
taurateur, but film critics 
manage to avoid mention in 
movie it views of the prickly 
personalities and enormous 
egos of the Michael Bays 
and David O. Russells in the 
industry. 

Restaurant critics can do 
the same.

Yet Ehey are spiritually hun¬ 
gry: According to research by 
University of Lethbridge soci¬ 
ologist Reginald Bibby. 75 per 
cent believe in life after death 
and S3 per cent believe in Cod 
ora higher power. They're also 
very relaxed about faith: 41 per 
cent say they're religious but not 
spiritual, and 61 per cent say all 
religions are equally valid. 

And that's where it gets in¬ 
teresting. 

On the Christian side of 
things, most truly tech-savvy 
churches (those investing in at¬ 
tracting millennia Is and young 
families) are evangelical, and the 
vast majority are American, said 
Derek Ouellette, a Windsor, Qnt 
author whose business helps 
churches and clergy transition 
into the digital age. 

His own church uses an app 
called YouVersion. which allows 
you to follow along live with a 
worship service on your smart¬ 


phone or tablet. 

“It shows you all of the 
churches in the area that are 
doing live events that day, Locally 
there are only two. And because 
we're a bonder city, 1 get Detroit, 


and I can see a whole bunch just 
o ver across the border," he said. 

He's spoken to American 
church leaders who are " doing 
church online: visual churches, 
live churches, online prayer ses¬ 


sions. And you don't hear about 
any of that in Canada. It’s almost 
nonexistent." he said. 

One of those rare Canadian 
churches with an extraordin¬ 
ary digital presence is the Bar¬ 
rie. Ont.-based evangelical Con- 
nexus Church. Its services tire 
live-streamed and available on- 
demand or as a ptxkasts. Its pas¬ 
tors. Like Carey Meuwhof— who 
has 23.000 twitter followers — 
are social-media celebrities. 

The church has a growing 
membership of millennials who 
are “hungry for meaning." simul¬ 
taneously the “most connected 
and most disconnected genera¬ 
tion," Nieuwhof said. 

The church tries to strike a

Trans fats health risks all too real, finds study

Advocates for a long-discussed 
ban on trims fats in Canada 
argue it would reduce heart 
attacks and strokes. 


Now, thanks to a new study 
in the journal JAMA Cardiol¬ 
ogy', they have more evidence 
to bolster their case. 

Counties in New York State 
that banned trims fats in res¬ 
taurants saw a significant 
decline in hospitalizations 
for heart attack and stroke 
within three years, compared 
to counties that did not en¬ 
act a ban. 

The decline w r as greater 
than the general negative 
trend in heart attacks and 
strokes seen across the state, 
and it held even after control¬ 


ling for demographic factors 
and income. 

The decline was equivalent 
to 43 fewer heart attacks and 
strokes per 100.000 people 
per year. 

If the same results were 
to be seen across Canada's 
population of 35.16 million 
people, a ban on trans fats 
in restaurants alone would 
result in about 15,000 few¬ 
er heart attacks and strokes 
per year. 

Meat and dairy products 
contain traces of trims fats, 
but Canadians get most of 


their intake from the partially 
hydrogenated oils used in 
shortening, hard margarine 
and some fried foods, and 
packaged baked goods. 

Consuming even just one 
or two grams of Erans fat per 
day is linked to a greater risk 
of heart attack and stroke. 

A federal ban on trans hits 
was first proposed by the NDP 
in 2004. 

Subsequent proposals, and 
a Conservative plan to get 
companies to voluntarily re¬ 
move trans fats from their 
products, all flopped. 


Earlier this month, Health 
Canada issued a new proposal 
for a ban of partially hydro¬ 


genated oils. 

It's accepting input from 
stakeholders until June 21.

HOW TO START 

There tire a number of recreation therapy 
programs at colleges across the country, 
including Toronto's Seneca college, Bar¬ 
rie* Ont.'s Georgian College and .Niagara 
College. Some university, like Halifax's 
Dalhousie or the University of Waterloo, 
also offer degrees in recreation therapy. In 
both programs* students learn the theory 
a nd history of the industry, as well as some 
background in physiology and psychology. 
They also complete field work through 
classroom placements or apprenticeship 
programs. Prospective recreational ther¬ 
apists are encouraged to take the National 
Council for T herapeutic Recreation Certifi¬ 
cation, a U.S.-run, but Canada-recognized 
designation, as many jobs — especially in 
hospitals — require it. Some provinces, like 
Nova Scotia also require rec therapists to 
be certified. They will also often need first- 
aid, CPR and WHIMS training, and often a 
valid driver’s license. 

WHERE YOU CAN GO 

There are opportunities across the country: 
hospitals, child care facilities and muni¬ 
cipalities often employ them to create 
programs that encourage people to play, 
increasingly, anywhere that focuses on 
community engagement or healing - like 
out-patient clinics* community centres, or 
even private organizations - are using rec¬ 
reational therapists.

There might not be an auto- 
maker this side of Hyundai more 
often subjected to retrospective 
reviews than its sister brand, Kiel. 

You know the ones. They start 
by reflecting on how awful, say, 
the original Sephia was before 
marvelling at the likes of the 
current Forte and just how far 
the brand has come, fhat amaze¬ 
ment at the automaker’s rapid 
ascent is justified, Kia has come a 
long way m its two decades or so 
on the market here. And there's 
no better example of that .growth 
than the 2017 Kia Sportage. 

Originally launched as the
